‘Tun rapid fell of tha barometér, yesterday 
and the exceedingly low readings which were 
given towards mildnight.very naturally en- 
gendered a fecling of alarm among res 
dents in tho colony os to the approach ofa 
‘typhoon. « According to the ‘Ohina Coaat 
“Meteorological Registor, the barometer at 
“& p.mn. yoaterday had fallon to 20.26, aud 

” Gt continued to fall aftor that timo with 
somewhat alarming rapidity. until botween 
two-and throe o'clock this.morning. From 
sthab time ita riso wos 2s rapid os its fall 
had been. ° ‘The signal of the approach of a, 
galo wea givon st & quarter past 
fen yesterday morniog, but before that 
time the wind had *beon coming in 
strong gusts From & Northerly dires- 
tion. The ‘notice from the Obsarvatory 
stated that ‘astrong North-East gale was 
ekpécted? Tt in not often ‘that the meto- 
oroleginte of the Obsérestory venture to 
prophesy, but they risked it on this 
octakion, The gale came ae predicted, and 
ns everybody expected, but it waa not a 
North-East gale. ‘That iss moro matter of 
Hetail, ‘howover, and tho scicntists of the 
Obsorsatory may bo congratulated on bav- 
ing made,’ at least, some kind of effort to 
supply-the public ‘with useful informetion. 
After it wos known that the typhoon had 
moved more to the northward, everybody 
excopt the Observatory people know that 
the gale could not possibly come from the 
North-East, but from the North-West, 
From that quarter it duly arrived about 
9 p.m, and continued to blow with great 
bat not destructive fores until between two 
and three o'clock this morning, after 
which it gradually abated. The Chinese 
craft had sought shelter exrly ia the day 
nad were sate from the fury of the blast. 
No groat destruction was done by the 
gale, Part of tho new Praya wall ot 
‘West Point was damaged and tho road- 
way at boveral points on the Praya was 
torn up by the son washing over it, At 
Hust Point o considerable stretch of the 
quay wall was andermined by the sos. 
The force of the wind was sufficient to up- 
root a number of troes and dostroy plants, 
bat beyond this the gale dues not coom to 
have had any damaging effect in the colony. 
‘An is usual when tho Oolong is visited by s 
gale, a number of dust-boats were swamp- 
ed, One was capsized whila being towed 
by aateam Inunch, snd 4 boat from H.M.3. 
Linnet saved the four men who formed tho 
crew of the dust-boat.

AMONG THE LEES IN HAINAN. 
e x 


‘The next morning, under the esccrt of 8 
tod-turbaned guide, the son of the head 
mon, we proceeded on our way, following 
for a short distance tho stroam which flowed 
down the valley, and then turing to” the 
‘tight into a side path up a rough ravine, 
A light rain in the night had mado every- 
thing wet and the road elippery. Tho 
aacent of thia ravine was quite ony at first, 
shadod os it was by overbanging troes and 
shrubs, Soveral now spccies of palms wero 
noted, nnd orchids adorning the trunka of 
tho trees, As we drow near the head of 
tho ravine, the hill frowned stoop and slip- 
pory before us It was 8 tooth-and-nail 
struggle for saveral hundred foot. The soil 
was hard clay, worn smooth, and now moia- 
tened just enough to make it slippery. On 
cithar side grew jungle grassin thick masses, 
but to clutch at this for support one wea in 
dangor of cutting his bands with its sword- 
like blades. For one empty-handed this 
climb was a moat, difficult task, bot for 
the mon with their burdens it was tenfold 
worse. Only by digging their toes into the 
clay and slowly, almost painfully, dragging 
thomeelves up inch by inch, could they 
make the ascent. 

To make matters worse, (ho lend leeches, 
which we had escaped hitherto, enticed by 
the moisture, begauto swarm out, Theso 
‘blood-thirsty little creatures are the pest of 
the Hainan hills. In dry weather they sto 
not often seen, but when moisture prevails 
they literally awarm, coming outof thegronnd 
on oll sides, rosching out from the blades 
of the grass and from tho twig of the trees 
and teying fast hold of every one who 
prssea and clinging with equal tenacity by 
either end. As soon at they touch the 
skin, they fasten themselres to itas thouzh ; 
connected by an electric current and su k | 
the blood until they grow from thin little 
grey bodies one would hardly notico, to 
portly specimens, each the size of a large; 

finger. : 

This toilsome height baying at length 
boon surmounted, we looked down on tho 


other side into frosh valleys, in one of 
which an artensive fire was burning off tho 
freshly-cut avd upturned rvbbish from o 
mountain clearing. It was evidently in 
connection with this clearing that the hos- 
tility, symbolized by the red turbans, had 
arisen, voices resounded through the valley, 
‘as of men calling to each other. At this 
point, tuo, our guide left ua ta go to the 
placo whenco these voices issued, from 
which he sent 6 substitute to conduct us 
on our way. In the smoking hillsides, 
along which were piled honps of brush wood, 
we saw the meane, axe nud fire, by which 
they reclaim fresh land for cultivation, 
This land after a few crops have exhausted 
ite surfece fertility is allowed to relapso 
into jungle, minua the trees which were its 
chief ornomonts before; adding so much 


more to the grase-grown wilderness which | 


covers these mountain sides so extensively, 
To tho left of us ware soveral deep valleys 


heavily covered with a splendid growth of | 


foreat trees, oake and kindred 
being prominent omoug them. A side 
path led into 
groves which we 


one of these 
lo explore whilst waiting for the men to 
come up. It led into deep cool woods, 
éntirely shaded from the sun, with a won- 
derful variety of trees, shrubs and other | 
planta on every side, most of which woro 
new to me, Palms, rattans and crehids 
abourdod. Birda iu gay plumage and some 
in subdued colours flitted about, but did not 
sing. The grateful shade made one forgat 
the heat and the fatigue of the journey j 
outside, The path was well worn, and I 
regreltei the lack of time to follow it 
farther, as I felt eure it must lead to soma 
charming mountain retreat. Several heary 
showers of rein comiog upon us suddenly 
in uasbeltered places did not add to cur 
comfort. At one place we fell in with # 
company of people who did not look fike 
Chinese and who were certainly quite cif- 
ferent from any Loes we had seen. They 
were rathor short but well-built, with clear 
round features. The women were dressed 
much liko the men and ware entirely free 
from the prevailing marks of tatooing as 
well as the cumbersome ear-ting and other 
ornaments which the Lee women wear. 
‘They seomed to be carrying theit houashold 
goods with them.. We learned that they 
were acompany of Misos, belanging toa 
tribe of Aborigines quite distinct from the 
Lees. The Hainan Miaos are supposed to 
be the descendants of Aborigines from 
the mainland of Obins, transported by 
the Chineso Government to the Ieland, 
It seem to ba the habit of the povple 
to live in the most secladed places among 
tho higber hills, but two or threo fami- 
lies being found in one place. Their 
personal property can be packed into a very 
amall apace, so as to bo easily portable 
‘And when occasion requires they can move 
at the shortest notice and with but tittle 
trou'ile, They area penosable and friend- 
ly tribe, industrious and well-disposed 
toward their neighbours. In some paris of 
te Island they hare large settlements and 
have acquired mach properly -in fields and 
cattle. Their presence on.the Ieland, their 
evident difference of habit, if not of race 
feom tha Lees raises an interesting ques+ 
tion of ethuogrsphy,}-to which. the- sap- 
position noted above is the only practical. 
solution that has yet been suggested... ~

quent, and Here and there hoards of cattle 
wera goon, It wasa reliefin aome réspocts 
to get out of the high mountain . region. 
Had tho heavy spring ‘rains come on,. 95 
they oxpected.to do at any tims, we ehould 
have found our mountaln retreats any- 
thing but comfortable, aud ‘we now con- 
gtitulated ourselves that all feata of deton- 
tion among tho upper hills were at an ond. 
Unfortunately for the people, however, the 
raing did nvt come for many months. 

Aa we reached the lower levels, the 
abundance and vaticty of the oaks wore 
again apparent. On many of tho hillsides 
four-fifths of the treea era oake, three 
or four different spocios growing to- 
gothor, They woro just bursting into 
now leaf—which gave a peculiar charm to 
the landscape. 

In these days of mountain travel my 
horse ‘Toby’ was a: privileged mom- 
ber of the party, haying freo rations, 
a man to lesd him and nothing to 
do, while I truégéd day sfter day on foot, 
All this was owing to a sore on his back, 
whioh provented tho tisc of a saddle, My 
friand’s horse carried him faithfully every 
day, bot on several occasions the benefit 
and pleasure of riding him wore somewhat 
lessened by tho trouble involved in catch- 
ing him when ho had been allowed to feed by 
the way. My Eriend’s habit was to ride om 
in advance of the party snd, selecting somo 
prominent point, proceed to make observa- 
tions as to the hoight of the hills, the 
course of tho streains and the genoral cou~ 
formation of the country, while Jock was 
allowed to forage on thd abundant green 
grass. The freedom thus allowed him was 
often abused, involving my friend in no 
little trouble in estching him. The most 
aprious escapade of thia kind was on the 
afternoon of the day, we had come tothe 
hill immedistely back of the town of Nam- 
lo. The path ran along the ridge, winding 
about ina way that required careful inspec- 
tion to prevent one from going astray. On

REFLECTED GLORY. 


Since my brother Mundanns hes become 
rich and famous as the anthor and autoorat 
of the Boot-Jack Trust, I have been very 
strongly tempted to etop working for mysolf 
and afrange with him for my enpport. It

Atwong these aro camo 
raceg, et which spmio of the best-running 
camels compete, fiot at long’ diatances, 
which is their great power, but at short 
ones for speed, The running camel is to 
the porter camal as the thoroughbred to the 
mongrel catt-horse, The one has speed 
and endurance at spood ; the latter haa no 
speed, but great ondurance under waight or 


at traction. A couple of labouring camels 
worth 125 dola. apiece, each doing about the 
work of « pair al horwoe, will run an olive- 
crushing mill, on three-hour relays, day and 
night, for a number of mootha ; or one will 
Gi 600 Ibs. @ great number of consecu- 
tive hours. They eat little and drink less 
—sotually not so much as ahorse. The 
great delight of the Arab borseman is tho 
fantastys, The ontrics contain all manner 
of horaamen, armed and unarmed, who ride 
mooro or less wild figures to moro or less 
mototonous deamming music, and who end 
by the most excited and oxciting pot-pourri 
of feateriding, They stand in thair stir. 
raps aud throw their guns in tho oir, whirl 
them about in the most approved warlike 
style, and fire thom at intervals in what 
seem! an uucalled-for and dangerous 
fashion, ‘They roar, wheel, kick, buck, 
rash, stop, turn, and twist their horses like 
50 many tumblers, shouting meanwhilo, 
yelling, soreaming like so many dovils, No 
picts can do justice to the kaleidoscopic 
lervour and wildness of the aceue if there 
aro many ridora engaged in it, It is a see- 
thing whirlpool of wild, unmeaning, half- 
worry, half-fanatical excitemont, in which no 
oud of exoollont horsemunship comes to the 
foro, Brom timo to time the riders stop 
and rank themselves for a rest on one side; 
then out come individuals to show what, 
angle, their steeds cando. Thoy pirouctte 
god piaffer and dance, and then make a 
rash at full gallop to one or other aide, stop 
suddenly, and wheel about. Thera is no 
specific artin what thoy do; each mao has 
trained his horse on his ow uatrained 
ideas. They havo a close seat, clinging 
with thair hoels, and exhibit o great deal of 
akill in their gyratory exercises; but once 
seen the fantasiya loses its interest. All 
somi-wild nations do about the same tricks 
on horsaback, I think our Indian easily 
excels them all; while nothing I have ever 
soon in fantasiysa im the faintess degree 
approaches, in delicsey and difficulty the 
fine work of # school-trained horse in tho 
hands of a master of the art.—Col. Dorge, 
UB.
